; that the present sun spots are associated with the peculiar 
radar activity throughout the globe and that this could have ” 
some cause for the captioned report.

Re: Flying Saucer Mystery Solved. 


On 30 July 1947 DAN NELSON was interviewed at his office, 926 Perrine 
Building, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, relative to his alleged solving of the 


" Flying Saucer Mystery. 


Subject, whose age is 53, is at present engaged in practicing law and = es 
is the agent for the Dual Parking Meter Company. Subject advised he is 
married and has two sons, ages seven and ten, residing at 2613 N.W. lyth 
Street, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. Nelson stated he was a sergeant in World 
War I, being wounded in action while serving with Company L, 58th Infantry, 
and thet before entering the service he had an eighth grade education. After 
leaving the service he finished his education and graduated from the University 
of Oklahoma in 1929. He advised that since 1929 he has practiced general 
law in both Norman and Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. 


Subject statod he notified the War Department by letter on 19 July 
1947, advising then of his discoveries concerning the Flying Saucer Mystery. 
He received an answer dated 23 July 1947 advising him his letter had been 
referred to the Air Forces. NELSON atated he heard no more from the Far = 
Department as of 29 July 1947, at which tine he released his statement to 
the "Daily Oklahoman," Oklahoma City local newspaper. 


Subject advised the basis for his theory concerning the Flying Saucer

liystery Was obtained frog simple experiments which he conducted while driving 
his automobile. NELSON stated he believed that many people had seen lights 
or shining objects cast onto their windshields and side ventilator windows 
of their autoaobile and reflected as a saucer or disc shaped object. He 
stated that the movement of the automdile, plus the fact that the glass was 
not a perfect mirror and passing objects could be seen in relation to the 
objects gave them an appearance of great speed. 


Subject advised that the vibration of the car gave the objects an 
appearance of rotating and that the reflections cauaad them to appear flet 
or saucer shaped. NELSON stated that any number of objects might be seen -- 
according to the direction that the car is traveling and the number of bright 
objects being reflected onto the window. He further stated that these objects 


might be seen in an ordinary window in a house according to the lighting - 


s 
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conditions, and that the objects might be either vertical or horizonal. The 
subject related that any change in speed of the car resulted in a change in 
speed of the object, and that changes of direction resulted in a change in 
the angle of travel of the object. 


NELSON stated he has not talked to any peraons that had actually seen 
flying saucers or discs but he believed that these reflections plus the . 
excitement and hysteria caused by other reports has been the basis for sost 
flying saucer reports. Subject also stated that this same theory could be 
true in relation to flying saucers seen from aircratt. 


Attached hereto is a detailed statement by NELSON covering his findings 
and explaining his solution to the so-called Flying Saucer Mystery.

The most impressive reports of the so-called flying 
saucers or discs were those from aviators wo clain they _ 
saw disc-shaped objects flying through the air in various 
formations at high altitudes and at a high rate of epeed, 
The first report was from an aviator who stated that these 
so-called flying discs had a somewhat shiny appearance and 
would fly in formation and change their position from time 


to time. Most reports stated that they anpeared in the late 


afternoon or about dusk. 


‘ost all reports were to the effect that these objects 
had the appearance of an inverted disc or saucer, and some 
of thea reported that they apreared to be rotatin= in their 
flight. . 

The mystery of the flying saucers or discs may be sol- 
ved by the use of a little applied scicnce along with a 
few simple experiments. 

These flying dises or Saucers can be observed by any 
notori.t traveling along the highways when the sun is 
cshinins on most any afternoox or evening. Durin; the day- 
light most of these so-called flyin; dises are reflections 
from the sun shining upon some bright object in or on the 
mivonobite driven by the observer. For instance, if you 
were driving in a north-westerly direction vith the sun 
shinin; on the handle of the front or Peapaaos on the left 
side of the car, you may notice a shiny object appear in the 
ventilation wing of the window on the drivers left, if it is 


opened to about a 45° angle. 
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“These shiny © :eots may havewrious forn and thére may 
be more than one, depending on the number of reflections. 
They may appear to be in the sky when the driver looks through 
the ventilation wing glass. Their position in the sky depends 
upon the angle at which the object is reflected in the ven- 
‘tilation wing and the position of the observer. They may have 
various forma but very frequently they are of a saucer shape 
or a flat shape when they appear to be in the sky. 

The ventilation wing during day-light is not of course 
a perfect mirror, therefore, it appears to the driver or ob- 
server that he is actually looking through the zlass into the 
sky. As he moves alonz, the bright objects appear to be 
traveling at a hizh rate of speed in comparison with the 
stationary objects on the ground, or the distant horizon, that 
he sees throuzh the window, or in comparison with the fairtly 
silhouetted objects on the landscape which at times are re- 
flected in the window. 

The flying saucer appears to be traveling in the same 
general direction as the aucomesiie but sometimes a little to 
the right which cakes it appear that it will eventually cross 
the drivers path. The avparent flight direction of the 
saucer is due to the angle of the ventilation wins glass in 
its relation to the direction in which the car is travcelin,s. 
The number and position of the saucers refleéted in the 7lass 
depend upon the number and contour of objcets reflected there- 
in by the sun. Brisht objects on a car a-proaching from the 
rear may cast such reflactions on your ventilation winz in 
the daytime. 
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“If the venti: ton wing windc.; wore a pe ‘ect mirror the 
objects causing the reflections would appear therein,as well as 
all other objects within range, but the ventilation win: being 
a sort of a semiemirror, does not refloct the objoct but only 
the bright spot, which leaves the impression that the observer 
is actually looking through the glass and thit the object act- 
ually aopsars to be in the sky, or at times a lonz distance 


away. These results are best obtained in the late afternoon, 


The aviators who reported seeing flying discs or saucers, 
undoubtedly were scaing the reflection of brisht objects in or 
on their own plane. They saw the: as reflect:d in their canopy 
or wind shield, but failed to recornize the: as roflections. 
Otherwise they were reflections from other air craft. 

As the aviator traveled along observinz the novement of 
the dise in comparison with the mountains, clouds or statione 
ary objects on the earth, made them appear to be traveling at 
a high rate of speed. The slopin; angle of the aviators 
wind+shield and his position in the plane wade it anpear that 
the discs were in the sky. The position of the dises also 
denend upon the position of the observer and the angle ct hich 
they are reflected in the glass. 

Some of the reports stated that where there were more 
than one flyin disc, they appeared to ba fastened tozether 
and frequently performed a dipping or risin«: motion and -hen 


one would dip, they would all go throuth the same sotion sine 


ultansously. The simultaneous movemint is due t. the refiect- 
fons all coming from the same object. For instance, if they 
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are reflecte. from some bright object in. or on the car or plane, 
the up and down motion of the car or plane causes the flying 
dises to appear to be fpoin:s throuzh a dinpinzg and risinz motion, 
or, if the reflectin™ object is station ry and the car moving, 
the results will be the same, 

Tho statament that the discs anpeared to be rotatin: as 
they sailed through the atmosphere is due to the vibration of 
the automobile or plane. Vibrations make them annear to be 
rotatins at a very hish rate of svced. Vibration is what tives 
them a flat or dise-like shane. also. 

If you wish to see some flying disea, mike a drive at about 
dus« or at nisht, onea your ventilation sine window at about a 
45° ansle from the ‘rivers seat and watch the reflections of 
the stationary clectric lights th.t aspear on your left, if you 
are drivins, after you pass them,and s2e haw many discs you ¢an 
cbhserve flyila; throuth the air. If there are not too many lixhts 
to your reur, you may have a verfect fortation cf beaufiful 
flying dises wiich may be red, zreen cr silver accordinz to 
the color of the electric lichts which you have passed. They 
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bout forty-five or fifty 
miles per hour. If yo. do not set satisfactory results from 
your first experiments, try azain. After vo: have learned 
vhen anc .here to look for thes, your observations beexme more 
pleacin:; and interestinc. 

Even the lichts of an a,proachin; automsbile from your 
rearm vy a:vear us one flying dise in your ventilatio- sins.

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These appear best when the approachinz car is some distunce 
away, perhans a quarter or half a mile. The results at nizht 
may not be as impressive as those in the late afternoon because 
at night your ventilation wing window maxes a more perfect 
mirror and the passine landscape is not as pronounced, therefore, 
the reflections therein are more easily detected as reflections. 
In the lute aftcrnoon, however, you have a feelin, that you are 
actua.ly loosing throicth the glass and the reflected objects 
acnpear -.ore real. The sun shinin-; on a bright ring on your fin- 
ger with your hand resting on the steering wheel may cast disc- 
like reflections in your wind shield. The form of the reflect- 
468 will de end upon the ornamental decorations on your ring. 
The rear door handle on my automobile reflects nine beau- 

tiful, little, silver, flyinz discs in the briz t sun-light. 
These uppear in the lower part of the ventilution win and when 
traveling on a level hirchway, they appear to be racinz along 
with mo at the road side, These nine discs appear in a form- 
ation of two rows of four aach, with the ninth one in the lead 
at the counter of the formation. They appear as whirlin; pro- 
peilers in a vertical position.’ These discs also have strean- 
ers which are due to the curveture and decorative pattern on 
the handle. Yhile traveling north in the early afternoon undcr 
a bright sun, these nine discs appeared far below to my left, 
racing up the valley at a terrific rate. 

You may be able to sea flying discs in your own home. 
If you will turn on @ small electric light in the halleway 
and then bok through the window at the other end of the hall, 
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you may 3:e ag many as three flying discs from one electric

light bulb, which may have mora or less of a b3il shape. These 
dises many times appear as inverted saucers, aid if you will 
change your position slowly; you will sea that they change their 
position clso. These are best observed in the late afternoon 
or between sun down ind dusk, when 4% aspears to you that you 
are werely looxin> through the winsow pane at the discs suse 
pended in the distance. as darmmess cones on, the wiidcw pane 
becomes a more porfect mirror and your discs a.pear as reflecte 
ions in 4 mirror. | 

To watch the cises, through your ventilation -inz, sail 
along with you as you drive throuzh the country, becomes very 
fascinuting, especially if you use a little inusination. It 
may absorb your thoughts completely, tharufore, I -ould admon- 
isk automobile drivers watening the flying discs, to be cautious 
and foe un off the road or into some other car. 

Some of tie reports on flying saucers, heretofore not ex- 
plained fn this article, such as those reported sseing brizht 
flashes in the sky, wera no doubt reflected sunelight from 
planc3s. These light beams chanced to cross the line of vision 
of tha observer. They frequently appear very brilliant and 
may more or less blind the observer for an instant. If the 
plane is very high it may not be seen by the observer, which 
may be due to impaired vision or the great haight at which 
the plans is flying. ‘le very often get these samo blinding 
flashes from automobile wiad-shields, Many of the reports 


aroand July 4th. wera incited by various formas of fire works. 
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Some reports stemmed from pure imagination or hysteria, while 
others were deliberate hoaxes, <Any other renorts dan be ex- 
plained if all the surrounding facts are known. 

Most al) of the resorts end deserisctions of the flying. 
saucers coincide so clearly with the findings herein, that 
there could be no doubt but that we have the correct solution. 

The foregoing statement may not be coached in precise 
scientific terms, and may not be scientifically exact, how- 
ever, we believe it is so worded that the averaze layan can 
understand it and that it is sufficiently correct to prove 
the proposition.

Mr. Holland advised that 
radar readings may de received from echoes, off of moisture saturated clouds, 
certain types of thermos, some water droplets, and lightening, but he had 
pever heard of the reflection of radar waves from radio active material 
although such reflection seems possible if enough radio active material 
was released to cause ionization of particles of air. However, no redio 
active material is Bnown to have been released accidently or intentienally 
during the month of October, which precludes the possibility that the 
radar sightings during October, of objects sighted over Oak Ridge, being 
of redio active matter. 


WES: During the next two weeks, the Weather Section at the Atomic 
Energy Commiseion will oonduct research designed to ascertain 
whether or not the Knoxville Radar Station can receive radar inter- 
ference and/or readings of the radicactive energy ejections at Oak 
Ridges, Tennessee.
